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Strikes Halt Chrysler, Hudson Output 


Gov. Murphy Reported Enroute to Detroit to Offer Services in New 
Disputes Which Throw 87,000 Out of Work; UAW-Chrysler Parley Re- 
sumes After Union Apology; Week’s Production Down to 106,539 Units 
DETROIT.—Gov. Frank Murphy was reported on his way here today to offer his service in the 


strikes which caused the stoppage production in all divisions of the Chrysler Corp. and Hudson 
Motor Car Co., and which came with apoplectic suddenness Monday afternoon in the midst of 


negotiations between company executives and officials of the United Automobile Workers. 


Sole 


bargaining rights for UAW in all Chrysler plants and at Hudson is the chief bone of contention. 
Thus the question is one that can be settled in a day or stretched over an indefinite period 


depending upon the willingness of the manufacturers to 
accept the union demand or the willingness of the union 
to modify. 

As manufacturers view the situation, sole bargaining 
would be tantamount to a closed shop. Under the terms 
of the union demand, the companies would be barred 
from entering into any negotiations with any other 
groups or individuals on questions of wages, hours and 
working conditions. A contract on this basis could éasily 
be construed as precluding employment of new workers 
without union sanction, since no worker could be put 
at work without entering into some agreement with him 
regarding wages, hours and working conditions. 

Meetings between Chrysler officials and Union repre- 
sentatives were stalemated Tuesday morning when fac- 
tory executives found themselves barred from the plant 
where the meetings were to be held. The union later 
apologized for this and offered to issue passes so that 
executives might enter. This offer was spurned, and later 
the union agreed that the plant should be open to execu- 
tives of the company on the same basis as it had been 
before the strike took place. A second meeting was then 
called for Tuesday afternoon but little hope was held 
that a settlement could be reached without a major con- 
cession on the part of the union. 

At Hudson, the strike call was issued apparently just 
before the mid-day lunch hour and men refused to return 
to work. No meeting to discuss settlement will be held 
before Wednesday afternoon. 

Closing of the Chrysler plant resulted in an enforced 
shutdown of two plants of the Briggs Mfg. Co., which 
supplies Chrysler bodies. Thus the total number of men 
thrown out of employment by this latest labor trouble 
is estimated at close to 87,000. 

Simultaneous with the Chrysler-Hudson shutdown a 
demonstration strike of 65 minutes’ duration was staged 
Monday in the engineering department of the Packard 
Motor Car Co. The strike, leaders said, was merely called 
to show the strength of their organization in that depart- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, disputes at Fisher body plant No. 1 and 
the Chevrolet plant No. 4, at Flint, were settled on a 
temporary basis Monday evening and the plants resumed 
operations on Tuesday. This returned better than 12,000 
men to work, who had been idle since the latter part of 
last week.

With operations at a standstill in struck 
plants of Chrysler and Hudson, produc- 
tion of cars and trucks for the week 
ending Mar. 13 is estimated by ADN at 
106,539 units, a drop of 21,659 from last 
week when production set a new high mark for the year, 
at 128,198, according to the revised estimates of ADN. 
With this issue, output estimates are broken down into 
groups, and show the General Motors organization lead- 
ing the pack with an estimated 49,500 units. Chevrolet 
tops the GM group with around 30,000, the same figure 
reported for the previous week, despite the fact a slight 
loss was experienced due to a short sit-down strike in 
two Chevrolet plants in Flint. Pontiac clings to the second 
position in the GM group, with an estimated 6,400 units, 
up slightly from the previous week. Oldsmobile is close 
behind with 6,000, while Buick and Cadillac-LaSalle follow 
with 5,600 and 1,500 units, respectively. Second largest 
group producer for the week is Ford, whose Lincoln and 
Ford plants will run about 32,750 units off the assembly 
lines. Ford is the leader in this group, the output being 
estimated at 32,000, similar to last week’s mark. Lincoln 
will produce about 750. Next in line in the group produc- 
tion estimates is Chrysler, whose divisions operated only 
about one day each before the strike was called Monday 
afternoon. The Chrysler total output is placed at 4,300

Hudson- 
Terraplane, also shut down by the strike Monday after- 
noon, got around 500 units off the assembly lines before 
production was stopped. Nash holds second place among 
the independent producers, with an estimated 2,600 units 
for the week. Studebaker is next with 2,074, followed by 
Graham’s 525, Hudson-Terraplane’s 500, and Cord’s 40.

Domestic and foreign sales of Gen- 
eral Motors cars totalled 74,567 units 
in February, compared with 103,668 in 
January and 144,874 in February, 1936, 
the corporation reported Monday. The 
sharp decrease was attributed to the tieup caused by the 
recent 44-day strike which shut all GM plants. Domestic 
retail sales totalled 51,600 units, as against 92,998 in Jan- 
uary and 96,134 in February a year ago. Sales to dealers 
in the United States amounted to 49,674 units, compared 
with 70,901 in January and 116,762 in February last year. 
In the first two months domestic and foreign sales to 
dealers were 178,235 units against 303,446 in the like period 
in 1936. Domestic retail sales totalled 144,568 cars against 
198,168 in the first two months of 1936. Sales to dealers in 
the U. S. amounted to 120,575 compared with 247,896 units 
a year ago.

Based on six states for car reporting, 
Feb. Registrations ADN estimates February passenger 
Estimated at car registrations at 200,000 units, which 
200,000 Cars compares with 176,668 in the same 
month a year ago. Since it is believed 
the states reporting to date are not truly representative, 
it is likely that the February registration figures will ex- 
ceed the 200,000 estimate slightly. R. L. Polk & Co. has 
estimated the February registrations at 220,000, or 21 per 
cent under January, but -ADN is inclined to place the 
figure between 200,000 and the Polk estimate. Registra- 
tions for January are still incomplete, with 45 states re- 
porting, and ADN’s estimate of 275,000 units for that 
month still stands. Total registration in the 45 states so 
far reported for January is 223,193 units, which compares 
with a total of 215,783 in all states in January, 1936. As 
noted, the recent floods and strike tieups are beginning 
to show an appreciable effect in the February figures. As 
stated several weeks ago, these factors were not expected 
to bring about any noticeable drop in registrations during 
January, but their effect was predicted on the February 
total.
